We  had 
about  one  hundred,  and  sold  them  for  five 
cents  each.  The  other  things  which  we 
had  for  sale  were  cakes,  candy,  cookies, 
fancy  work,  and  a great  many  common- 
sense  articles,  such  as  tea  towels,  kitchen 
aprons,  etc. 

Last  Sunday  we  club  girls  visited  the 
children's  hospital,  but  we  were  not 
allowed  to  go  through  and  see  the  chil- 
dren, as  they  were  in  quarantine,  several 
of  them  having  the  measles.  We  saw  the 
matron  outside,  and  she  told  us  they  were 
very  much  in  need  of  tables  and  beds. 


We  girls  thought  it  would  be  very  nice  to 
get  them  one  of  each,  which  cost  twenty- 
three  dollars,  so  we  gave  them  a check 
for  that  amount.  The  remaining  four  dol- 
lars we  kept  in  the  bank.  We  expect  to 
visit  the  hospital  again  soon  when  they 
arc  not  quarantined. 

We  have  finished  our  book  on  Raphael 
and  arc  now  ready  for  the  next  material 
on  Plan  No.  5.  We  all  like  this  plan  very 
much.  It  is  so  interesting  to  read  and 
learn  about  the  lives  of  those  great  men.

To  the  Village  Nature  Clubs 

Remember  that  by  February  the  birds' 
winter  pickings  of  cedar  berries  and  juicy 
honeysuckle  berries  and  barberries  and 
haws  have  given  out  and  seed  stalks  arc 
pretty  well  beaten  down.  Do  not  forget 
to  put  generous  lumps  of  suet  in  your 
feeding  stations  and  shelters.  Put  out 
plenty  of  small  grain  of  almost  any  kind, 
also.  If  your  supply  of  winter  food  is  a 
good  one  you  Will  probably  see  more  birds 
in  February  than  in  any  other  winter 

It  is  an  excellent  plan  to  scatter  food 


on  the  roofs  of  sheds  and  along  the  tops 
of  board  fences.  Some  of  the  Nature 
clubs  write  that  they  have  made  openings 
in  the  corn  stalks  in  the  fields  round  about, 
and  birds  seek  shelter  in  them. 

The  orchard  is  a good  place  to  establish 
a bird  shelter  and  lunch  counter.

A FRIEND  OF  TAD  LINCOLN'S-BY  JULIA  H.  CHADWICK 


Way  back  in  war  times,  the  great  Civil  War  times,  I was  a 
shy  and  silent  little  girl  with  long  curls  and  big  dark  eyes, 
as  demure  outside  as  the  “pussy  cat”  I was  called,  but  inside, 
in  my  heart  of  hearts,  1 was  a boy.  So  when  my  parents  took 
me  to  Washington,  the  boy  in  me  thrilled  with  excitement  at 
all  the  rush  and  bustle  of  war  times,  the  sound  of  bands  and  the 
swish  of  marching  feet — 


excitement  when  I was 

told  I was  to  go  to  the  White  House  to  play  with  the  Lincoln 
boys,  and  no  one  can  ever  know  the  pride  which  fairly  choked 
me  when,  with  my  hair  freshly  curled  and  tied  with  pink-and- 
white-plaid  ribbons,  and  my  white  piqu6  skirt  fairly  bristling 
with  starch,  I was  led  under  the  grand  portico  and  through  the 
great  doors  into  the  big  house  which  was  soon  to  become  so 


familiar  to  me.  For  thenceforward,  during  our  stay  in  Washing- 
ton, my  days  were  spent  at  the  White  House,  my  father  taking 
me  there  in  the  morning,  and  1 was  either  fetched  away  by  one 
of  my  parents  at  noon,  or  left  to  dinner  and  taken  home  by  Mrs. 
Lincoln  when  she  went  driving  in  the  afternoon. 

I remember  distinctly  the  room  in  which  we  played.  It  over- 
looked t h e grounds, 
where  soldiers  were 
camped.  There  was  a 
high  white  wood  cliim- 
neypicce  in  it,  in  front 
of  which  a stove  stood, 
with  a high  green-painted 
nursery  fender  around 
it,  and  I think  the  cur- 

Bcing'  rcally  a'boy  at 
heart,  it  was  not  the 
quiet,  pale  Willie  who 
became  my  chum,  but 
the  mischievous,  irre- 
pressible “Tad."  We 
were  very  nice  to 
Willie,  who  had  been  ill 
and  could  not  go  out, 
and  we  always  stayed  a 
while  in  the  playroom 
with  him,  but  it  was 
when  "Tad"  and  I got 
out  into  the  grounds  to- 
gether that  I was  hap- 
piest, and  we  were  like 
a pair  of  wild  colts. 
Both  of  us  were  soldier 
mad,  of  course.  The 

into  thc°  White  House 
grounds  from  the  camp 
made  much  of  "Tad”  as 
“Old  Abe’s”  son. 

I remember  particu- 
larly two  men  in  shabby 
blue  lying  under  the 

grounds.  Tad  and  I 
stood  and  gazed  at  them. 
As  usual  they  were  de- 
lighted with  “Tad,"  and 
asked  him  all  kinds  of 
questions.  One  of  them 
asked  me  to  give  him  a 
kiss,  alleging  thaj.he  had 
a little  girl  at  home 
about  ray  size.  Perhaps  he  had ; at  any  rate,  I gave  the  kiss, 
conquering  my  personal  distaste  by  the  thought  that  he  was  "a 
soldier.”  Oddly  enough,  this  man’s  commonplace  features  under 
his  forage  cap — his  tiny  black  mustache  and  broken  front  tooth — 
are  still  perfectly  clear  to  me,  as  clear  as  “Tad’s"  round,  dimpled

“To  dances,  moonlight 
dances?  Yes,  I should  say 
I do  I Haven't  you  ever 
seen  the  rabbits  and  hares  dancing  in  the 
moonlight?  Even  the  little  rabbits  beg 
to  go.  I love  to  polka  myself.  One,  two, 
and  a one,  two,  three!"  And  he  hummed 
a little  polka  and  kept  time  neatly,  tapping 
on  his  wonderful  watch.  “Hut  all  the 
parties  in  February  are  to  celebrate  birth- 
days of  great  men.  so  there  will  be  speech 
making  first.  There  is  Mendelssohn's 
Birthday  on  February  3d — a musicalc  that 
night.  Dickens'  Birthday  on  February  7th 
— a Dickens'  Costume  Party.  Charles 
Lamb's  Birthday,  February  10th  — a

face  and  merry  smile.  Our  morning  of 
play  brought  us  in  with  good  appetites  to 
the  mid-day  dinner,  and  it  is  in  the  dining 
room  that  I first  vividly  recollect  seeing 
Mr.  Lincoln.  The  room  was  large  and 
light,  and  there  were  several  persons  at 
table  besides  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lincoln  and 
the  children.  I remember  Mrs.  Lincoln, 
of  whom  I was  very  fond,  at  one  end  of 
the  long  table,  and  Mr.  Lincoln  at  the  other, 
facing  the  light,  sitting  drooping  in  his 
chair,  his  face  very  thoughtful,  even  sad ; 
hut  when  for  some  reason  or  other  wc 
were  excused,  and  "Tad"  ran  to  him  and 
I drew  shyly  near — a bit  in  awe  of  "the 
President,"  though  not  much  afraid  of 
"Tad's  father" — his  face  lit  up  with  the 
smile  lie  kept  for  children,  he  put  his  arms 
around  me  and  lifted  me  to  his  knee.  It 
felt  good  and  safe  to  he  there.  I would 
have  liked  to  stay  with  him  better  even 
than  with  "Tad.” 

One  day,  in  some  childish  spirit  of  mis- 
chief, some  hold  idea  not  to  "take  a dare," 
"Tad"  and  I hurst  into  a large  room  where 
a number  of  men  sat  grouped  around  a 
table — one  with  a great  white  beard,  of 
whom  I felt  afraid.  I hung  back,  sud- 
denly shy  and  sorry,  until  after  a moment 
Mr.  Lincoln  saw  me,  put  out  his  hand  and 
drew  ntc  within  the  shelter  of  his  arm. 
It  was  an  important  cabinet  meeting,  no 
doubt.  Now  that  I am  older  and  read 
of  those  wonderful  troubled  days,  when 
Lincoln  was  so  sore  beset,  when  those 
cabinet  meetings  meant  more  than  any 
others  that  have  ever  taken  place,  it 
seems  to  me  especially  lovely  that  he 
could  turn  aside  to  include  in  his  atten- 
tion the  little  shy  girl  that  I was ; it  seems 
especially  lovely  that  among  all  the  great 
and  fearful  questions  of  war  that  lay  so 
near  his  great  heart  he  could  find  room 
for  111c  in  the  shelter  of  his  arm. 

I do  not  know  how  long  wc  stayed  at 
Washington,  hut  I do  know  that  I went 
to  the  White  House  every  day,  and  that 
“Tnd"  and  I were  never  tired  of  playing 
together,  and  that  "Tad's  father"  seemed 
always  to  have  time  for  "Tad"  and  me. 
So  that  apart  from  my  ardent  hero  wor- 
ship of  the  great  man,  I have  an  abiding 
impression  of  familiar  tenderness,  which 
makes  me  remember  "Tad's  father"  very 
lovingly,  and  makes  me  glad  that  I was 
once  a friend  of  "Tad"  Lincoln.

and  one  half  by  two  and  one  half  inches. 
After  trimming  olf  to  the  exact  length,  the 
various  mortises  should  then  he  marked 
off.  The  bottom  crosspieces  arc  all  one  and 
one  fourth  by  eight  inches,  with  the  ends 
tenoned  down  to  three  fourths  by  seven 
inches.  The  top  crosspieces  arc  all  one 
and  one  fourth  by  three  inches,  with  the 
ends  tenoned  to  three  fourths  by  three 
inches.  Two  of  the  lower  and  one  of 
the  upper  crosspieces  arc  mortised  clear 
throueli  the  legs  and  extend  one  half  inch 
beyond.  The  other  crosspieces  can  then 
be  only  mortised  part  way  through.  The 
slats,  which  arc  one  half  by  one  and  one 
half  inches,  should  he  tenoned  on  the  ends 
to  one  and  one  half  by  five  sixteenths 
inches.  In  place  of  making  a separate 
mortise  for  each  slat,  a good  plan  is  to 
plane  a slot  the  entire  length  of  the  cross- 
pieces, and  after  the  slats  arc  in  position, 
place  a little  'wooden  strip  in  each  space 
between  the  slats,  so  as  to  completely  fill 
up  the  slot.  In  setting  up  this  chair  it 
is  preferable  to  make  each  side  complete 
in  itself  and  then  connect  them  by  putting 
in  the  back  and  front  crosspieces.  The 
scat  is  supported  by  onc-by-two-inch  strips, 
which  arc  fastened  by  means  of  screws 
to  the  inside  of  two  of  the  lower  cross- 
pieces, as  shown  in  the  sectional  view. 
Everything  should  be  carefully  fitted  and 
made  ready  before  gluing.  The  pillows 
should,  if  possible,  he  made  of  Spanish 
leather.  The  scat  cushion  should  fill  the 
chair  and  be  of  uniform  thickness.
